We are so busy earning the best 
living enjoyed by the people of any country on earth that we do

But the same ease of life which we pass up constitutes a great 


Our shores are continually besieged by persons who want to come 
and take from us what we hold so lightly. 

It is a- mighty altruistic policy to regard these immigrants as 
strivers for a worthy object and to sympathize with their aspirations. 
But when self-protection is considered, and the down-right necessity 
of turning back the alien hordes is seen, there is a slight tinge of 
dismay in our complacency. 

For many years, of struggle to overcome the  wildernes:, 
America welcomed the immigrant and naturally, because he was in 
general, the kind of a self-respecting person we knew and liked. 
He was, in short, exactly the same kind of folks we are. But a time 


could look upon the new world as a place to conquer natural forces 


to exploit not the untouched resources of a new continent, but thé 
silly and self-satisfied men and women who had done the pioneering. 
He was—and is—a parastic immigrant. 

We have enacted a law against him, or rather a law limiting his 
numbers to a theoretical quantity we fat-headedly hope will be 4s- 
similable in our ‘great body ‘politic. This law was pressed to a suc- 
éessful conclusion by a public demand that had been shaped di- 
rected by two or three very patriotic organizations. It was opposed 
by the still better organized and sheep-like bodies of alien citizéns. 
These: naturalizep persons quite understandably, did not want the 
bars raised against their kinfolk and how close they came to keep- 
ing the bars down, few will ever know. 

But the power of the hyphenate was not exhausted by that los- 
ing struggle, .It.is still apparent in the legislation which has follow- 
ed the enae of the alien quota law. A glance at the federal 
~~ budget, which is now. being studied, will show conclusively that the 

alien-citizen still swings a lot of wéight in this brave and glorious re" 
public... 

Whereas. the appropriations for the fighting of every other 
variety of unlawful thing have been increased, that to be devoted 
to sweeping back the flood of bootlegged foreigners has been cut 
to the quick, . We"may have extra money with which to pay pro- 
hibition officers,. customs collectors, narcotic inspectors, but we will 
not be all square with ourselves until we build up an adequate 
immigration service on the basis of that splendid but pitfully small 
crew who ate now giving their lives to this labor.
